Hea lth Center, sa id he trea ts a 
la rg e number o f emo tio na lly 
disturbed peo ple who béliev e 
their illness is due to a spell 
ca st o n them by a n env io us per­ 
so n thro ug h a ro o t wo rker. 
“ If a pa tient co mes to o ur 
clinic a nd he is sev erely emo ­ 
tio na lly o r menta lly dis­ 
turbed a nd tells me I ma y be 
a ble to cure him o f his sy mp­ 
to ms but wo n't be a ble to cure 
his illness it’s beca use he 
thinks his illness ha s been 
ca used by superna tura l inter­ 
v entio n: He thinks the o nly 
cure will co me fro m the ro o t 
wo rker who will remo v e his 
spell. 
“ Our feeling is,” co ntinued 
Dr. Wintro b, “ if the pa tient be­ 
liev es his sickness is due to 
so rcery we sho uld enco ura g e 
him to g o to a ro o t wo rker 
(so meo ne kno wledg ea ble with 
the superna tura l) a nd tha t we 
sho uld co lla bo ra te with the ro o t 
wo rker in trea ting the pa tient. 
We feel the pa tient sho uld ha v e 
trea tment mo st psy cho lo g ica lly 
mea ning ful to him beca use this 
is the kind o f trea tment which 
wo uld ha v e relev a nce to him.” 
Acco rding to Dr. Wintro b 
peo ple a ll o v er the wo rld ha v e 
the co nv ictio n tha t superna ­ 
tura l interv entio n ha s a lo t to 
do with the co nduct o f no rma l 
ev ery da y ev ents. “ So me 
ha v e to do with interpreta ­ 
tio ns o f misfo rtune like flo o ds 
a nd disa sters. Others ha v e to 
do with lo sing a ll o ne’s eco ­ 
no mic reso urces a nd ha v ing a 
ho use burn do wn a nd o thers 
ha v e to do with illness a nd 
dea th. 
“ We lo o k fo r wa y s o f ex pla in­ 
ing thing s difficult o r impo ssi­ 
ble to ex pla in such a s dea th o r 
why o ne perso n sho uld surv iv e 
a disa ster a nd no t a no ther. 
Ma ny peo ple ex pla in it by sa y ­ 
ing so meo ne ha s wo rked a spell 
o n them o r hex ed them o r 
wo rked a n ev il ro o t o n them. 
This is a term used by Bla cks

an d Whites in the So u th esp e­ 
cially . So rcery is a u n iv ersal 
p hen o men o n an d the o n ly thin g 
that mak es it d ifferen t amo n g 
su b-cu ltu res is the way they d e­ 
scribe their su p ern atu ral be­ 
liefs. 
“ We co mmo nly hea r White 
Ang lo Sa x o n Pro testa nt mid­ 
dle cla ss peo ple sa y they 
do n’t believ e in superna tura l 
interv entio n, witchcra ft o r 
spirit po ssessio n. On the o th­ 
er ha nd if they lo se mo ney , 
their ho use burns do wn, they 
lo se their business the first 
rea ctio n is ’Oh my Go d it's 
fa te—so mething I did in the 
pa st is g etting ba ck a t me o r 
so mething my pa rents did 
a nd I inherited is g etting 
ba ck.’’ We frequently hea r 
peo ple with a fa ta l illness a sk 
‘why me—wha t did I do 
wro ng in the pa st—wha t so rt 
o f ba d perso n a m I to ha v e in­ 
herited this illness’.’’ 
What is the u su al co u rse tak ­ 
en by a ro o t wo rk er? “Well,” 
Dr. Win tro b an swered , “let’s 
say y o u ran away with my best 
frien d an d I was afraid to co n ­ 
fro n t y o u o p en ly abo u t this. I 
wo u ld go to the ro o t wo rk er who 
wo u ld act as an agen t. He can 
d o two thin gs to wo rk a sp ell to 
mak e y o u sick . He can u se p o w­ 
d ered ro o ts an d p lace them in 
y o u r p athway so when y o u walk 
in to y o u r ap artmen t o r ho u se it 
wo u ld co me u p thro u gh y o u r 
feet an d affect y o u r p hy sical 
an d emo tio n al health o r it 
might k ill y o u . I co u ld arran ge 
to hav e it slip p ed in to so me­ 
thin g y o u eat o r d rin k an d mak e 
y o u go crazy .” 
An div idua l first kno ws a 
spell ha s been pla ced o n him 
beca use o f the sy mpto ms 
which mo st usua lly dev elo p: 
na usea , v o miting , dia rrhea 
which co ntinue fo r a while. 
He ma y sta rt to wo nder why 
he ha s this a nd ma y g o to the 
hea lth center fo r trea tment 
but he do esn’t g et better. He 
beco mes increa sing ly a n­ 
x io us tha t it is so mething o th- 
ern tha n the flue a nd so meo ne 
ha s put a spell o n him. 
“Abo u t half the p eo p le we 
treat believ e they ’v e had an ill- 
n es attribu ted to ro o t wo rk o r 
they k n o w so meo n e who has.” 


Hanrahan acquitted 


CHICAGO (A P )— S ta te ’s 
Atty . Ed ward V. Han rahan was 
acq u itted 
to d ay 
o f charges 
stemmin g fro m the 19 69 slay in g 
o f two Black Pan ther p arty 
members. 
Ju d ge Philip J. Ro miti o f Cir­ 
cu it Co u rt, who heard the trial 
witho u t a ju ry , freed Han rahan 
an d 13 co d efen d an ts u p o n the 
d efen se mo tio n fo r a d irected 
v erd ict o f acq u ittal. They were 
charged with co n sp iracy to o b­ 
stru ct ju stice in the aftermath 
o f p o lice raid in which the Pan ­ 
thers were slain . 
Fred Hamp to n , 2 0, d ep u ty 
chairman o f the Illin o is Pan ­ 
ther p arty , an d Mark Clark , a 
Pan ther lead er fro m Peo ria, 
were k illed in the raid co n ­ 
d u cted by a racially mix ed d e­ 
tail o f 14 p o licemen assign ed to 
Han rahan ’s o ffice. 
Han rahan is a p ro tege o f 
May o r Richard J. Daley bu t 
was d u mp ed by the Demo cratic 
p arty in his bid fo r ren o min a­ 
tio n in the March 2 1 p rim ary . 
Desp ite his lack o f p arty 
back in g, Han rahan so u ght the 
ren o min atio n o n his o wn an d 
d efeated a su bstitu te regu lar 
o rgan izatio n can d id ate as well 
as an in d ep en d en t Demo crat. 
He faces Rep u blican Bern ard 
C. Crev in the No v . 7 gen eral 


electio n an d if he win s wo u ld 
be co n sid ered a p o werho u se in 
the Co o k Co u n ty p arty stru c­ 
tu re. 
Defen se co u n sel mad e the 
mo tio n Oct. 11 when Sp ecial 
Pro secu to r Barn abas F. Sears 
rested the state’s case after 
n early 14 week s o f testimo n y 
fro m mo re than 40 witn esses. 


The 14 men were accu sed by 
a sp ecial gran d ju ry , head ed by 
Sears, o f alterin g ev id en ce 
after the raid to o bstru ct the 
d efen se o f sev en Pan ther su rv i­ 
v o rs charged in the in cid en t 
an d to blo ck the p o ssible p ro se­ 
cu tio n o f the p o licemen who 
co n d u cted the raid . 
The charges again st the Pan ­ 
thers, 
which 
in clu d ed 
at­ 
temp ted mu rd er, were d ro p p ed 
after a fed eral gran d ju ry in ­ 
v estigatio n in early 19 70 re­ 
tu rn ed n o in d ictmen ts bu t is­ 
su ed a rep o rt critical o f all p ar­ 
ties to the raid . 


The sp ecial gran d ju ry was 
emp an eled in December 19 70 
after p u blic criticism reached 
its p eak fo llo win g the fed eral 
gran d ju ry rep o rt. That rep o rt, 
issu ed in early 19 70, was highly 
critical o f Han rahan ’s han d lin g 
o f the raid , the p o lice who co n ­ 
d u cted it, crime labo rato ry 


techn ician s who gathered ev i­ 
d en ce, a co ro n er’s ju ry which 
earlier in v estigated the raid 
an d the Black Pan ther su rv i­ 
v o rs who refu sed to testify . 
The sp ecial gran d ju ry re­ 
tu rn ed the in d ictmen ts in Ap ril 
1971 bu t Han rahan carried to 
the Illin o is Su p reme Co u rt an d 
lo st a mo tio n to q u ash them be­ 
fo re they were mad e p u blic. In 
Au gu st, the state high co u rt o r­ 
d ered the in d ictmen ts o p en ed 
an d Han rahan again carried a 
fight to the Su p reme Co u rt to 
q u ash them. 


Han rahan an d d efen se atto r­ 
n ey s co n ten d ed that acco u n ts 
leak ed to the p ress co n cern in g 
the in d ictmen ts tain ted 
the 
case. He main tain ed that Sears 
u n d u ly in flu en ced the gran d ju ­ 
ro rs 
an d 
argu ed 
the 
in ­ 
d ictmen ts were illegal sin ce 
they charged n o sp ecific crime 
again st the raid in g p o licemen . 
Han rahan lo st that k ey ro u n d 
in the Su p reme Co u rt in De­ 
cember 19 71. sho rtly befo re the 
filin g d ead lin e fo r can d id ates in 
the March 21 p rim ary electio n . 


The Su p reme Co u rt d ecisio n 
p resen ted May o r Daley , the 
Demo cratic p arty co u n ty chair­ 
man , with a p ain fu l cho ice: 
Sho u ld he acq u iesce to ren ewed 


p u blic d ehan d s that Han rahan 
be d u mp ed fro m the Demo crat­ 
ic tick et o r sho u ld he ign o re 
them? 
In a su rp rise mo v e, Daley an ­ 
n o u n ced he wo u ld n o t su p p o rt 
Han rahan in the p rimary an d 
slated in his p lace a rather o b­ 
scu re traffic co u rt ju d ge, Ray ­ 
mo n d K. Berg. 


In a co u n ter su rp rise, Han ra­ 
han said he wo u ld n o t withd raw 
fro m 
the race d esp ite 
the 
d u mp in g by Daley . 
“I wo n ’t back d o wn fo r an y ­ 
thin g...! hav en ’t co m m itted 
an y crime...! will n o t q u it,” 
Han rahan to ld a n ews co n fer­ 
en ce. “If I d o n ’t seek re-elec­ 
tio n becau se o f this case, that 
wo u ld be the Black Pan thers’ 
biggest p ro p agan d a v icto ry .” 


“I d o n ’t in ten d to giv e them 
that v icto ry ,” he co n clu d ed . 
Han rahan wen t o n to win an 
o v erwhelmin g v icto ry in the 
three-way p rimary race an d 
was welco med back to thef 
regu lar Demo cratic fo ld by Da­ 
ley witho u t regret. 
Han rahan rep eated ly refu sed 
to v acate his o ffice while the 
charges were p en d in g an d after 
sev eral mo re attemp ts failed to 
hav e the in d ictmen t q u ashed , 
Ju d ge Ro miti began the trial.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - P res­ 
id en t Nix o n to d ay p led ged his 
help to m ain tain n o n p u blic 
scho o ls in America, say in g he 
is “irrev o cably co mmitted ” to 
seek tax cred its fo r them. 
Nix o n also said he will p ress 
the n ex t sessio n o f Co n gress to 
en d co u rt-o rd ered bu sin g o f 
scho o l child ren . 
In the fifth o f a series o f p aid 
p o litical rad io bro ad casts, the 
Presid en t d iscu ssed his v iew o f 
the fed eral go v ern men t’s re­ 
sp o n sibility to ed u catio n . 
He said u n d er his ad min is­ 
tratio n , the fed eral co n tribu tio n 
to ed u catio n in creased “by o v er 
70 p er cen t, fro m $9 billio n in 
fiscal y ear 19 69 to $15 .7 billio n 
in fiscal y ear 19 73.” 
Nix o n said he had v eto ed 
ed u catio n 
legislatio n 
three 
times “becau se I believ ed the 
ad d ed tax bu rd en wo u ld hav e 
far o u tweighed the ben efits to 
be d eriv ed .” In each case, he 
said , the amo u n t Co n gress p ro ­ 
p o sed was “mo re than the p u b­ 
lic co u ld affo rd to p ay .” 
On aid to n o n p u blic scho o ls, 
the Presid en t said he believ ed 


p aren ts sho u ld hav e the free­ 
d o m to cho o se a religio u s-cen ­ 
tered ed u catio n fo r ¿heir chil­ 
d ren , “an d I am d etermin ed to 
help gu aran tee that freed o m o f 
cho ice.” 
On the q u estio n o f bu sin g, 
Nix o n p raised the n eighbo rho o d 
scho o l as fu n d amen tal. 
“No o n e p ro fits by the co n ­

Devine feels he is alternative

What mak es a Sau k Valley Co llege p ro fes­ 
so r, with few fu n d s, witho u t ev en a leav e o f 
absen ce fro m his regu lar jo b, u n d ertak e the 
en o rmo u s task o f try in g to u n seat an in cu m­ 
ben t co n gressman ? 
Fo r Jo hn Dev in e o f Dix o n , a Demo crat 
seek in g a seat in the U.S. Ho u se o f Rep resen t­ 
ativ es fro m Illin o is 16th District, it mean s o f­ 
ferin g v o ters an altern ativ e to the in cu mben t, 
Jo hn B. An d erso n . 
“In 12 y ears,” Dev in e ex p lain ed , “he’s o n ­ 
ly had o n e serio u s challen ge. That was in 19 70, 
when he beat me by mo re than two -to -o n e, bu t 
I go t mo re than 41,000 v o tes. When y o u realize 
I had o n ly been here two y ears, it’s p retty 
go o d . 
“The p ictu re isn ’t really all that bleak . In 
the p rimary this y ear I o u tp o lled An d erso n in 
Ro ck fo rd . I ho p e I’m n o t bein g to o o v erly o p ­ 
timistic, bu t fo r the first time I am read ily 
reco gn ized . Peo p le all o v er the d istrict are 
walk in g u p to me an d say in g ‘Hi, Jo hn ’.” 
At the to p o f his list o f issu es, Dev in e p u ts 
the Vietn am war. 
“It ap p ears that this issu e may be d issi­ 
p atin g, ho wev er,” he say s. “In d icatio n s are 
that the war may be en d in g. To that, I say 
Amen . Bu t I get co mmen ts in my camp aign 
trav els that man y p eo p le feel that Presid en t 
Nix o n is o rchestratin g the p eace agreemen t 
to fit in to his camp aign . I d o n ’t wan t to be­ 
liev e that, bu t the tho u ght is there. What a 
ho rrible thin g if the co n flict is co n tin u ed o n e 
min u te lo n ger than n ecessary .” 
Dev in e by his o wn ad missio n , has an id eal­ 
istic v iew o f what d irectio n o u r fo reign affairs 
sho u ld tak e. 


“I feel o u r ability to get alo n g with o ther 
n atio n s is v ital,” he emp hasizes. “The time is 
go in g to hav e to co me when bilateral actio n s 
between u s an d the So v iet Un io n are go in g to 
hav e to beco me p asse. We’re go in g to hav e to 
tak e o u r p lace as o n e m ember in a co mmu n i­ 
ty o f n atio n s. It’s id ealistic, bu t it mu st be 
d o n e. 
“The Un ited Natio n s n o w is n o thin g bu t a 
d ebatin g so ciety . It has n o real p o wer. Either 
the U.S., Ru ssia o r Chin a is go in g to hav e to 
tak e the in itiativ e to mak e the U.N. stro n g. 
On e o f the mo st p en etratin g statemen ts I 
hav e heard lately is Co mmu n ist Chin a’s an ­ 
n o u n cemen t that as the wo rld ’s lead in g p o l­ 
lu ter, it mu st assu me lead ership in the wo rld 
an ti-p o llu tio n battle. The Un ited States mu st 
giv e imp etu s to this ty p e o f mo v emen t. We’re 
amo n g the p o llu tio n lead ers o u rselv es. ” 
An o ther issu e that mu st be an swered , De- 
v in e feels, is the staggerin g welfare mess. 
“Welfare, as a way o f life, is n o t right,” he 
d eclares. “We mu st fin d sho rt-term so lu tio n s 
to this p ro blem. We mu st tak e the lo n g-term 
elemen ts o u t o f aid to d ep en d en t child ren , 
which in so me cases, is n o w a 2 0-y ear-o ld 
p ro blem. We mu st also d eal with the p ro blem 
o f chro n ic illn ess o f o ld age. These o ld sters 
sho u ld n ’t hav e their sav in gs wip ed o u t by ill­ 
n ess.” 
An o ther thin g that has to be d o n e, in De­ 
v in e’s o p in io n , is remo v in g p ro p erty tax as a 
mean s o f su p p o rtin g ed u catio n . 
“It’s mo re eq u itable to d o it with in co me 
tax es,” he o ffers. “Peo p le go to the p o lls an d 
reject scho o l bo n d referen d u ms, n o t becau se 
they are an ti-ed u catio n , bu t rather becau se 
they feel they hav e reached their limit in 


p ro p erty tax es. 
“I hav e to ad mit that there is waste in ed u ­ 
catio n , bu t I thin k it’s mo re at the ad m in istra­ 
tiv e lev el than in the classro o ms.” 
Dev in e blasted Nix o n fo r his v eto es o f two 
straight ed u catio n bills. 
“He called them in flatio n ary ,” Dev in e 
co n tin u ed , “bu t ho w in the wo rld can an y o n e 
call ed u catio n in flatio n ary ? There is n ev er 
an y thin g sp ecific en o u gh in the v eto es. De­ 
fen se co n tracts an d sp en d in g fo r the war get 
his (Nix o n ’s) ap p ro v al, bu t then he calls ed u ­ 
catio n in flatio n ary .” 
Co n tin u in g to teach his fu ll sched u le at 
Sau k Valley Co llege an d wage an effectiv e 
camp aign at the same time has k ep t Dev in e 
bu sy . 
“I gen erally co mp lete my scho o l d u ties at 
abo u t n o o n ,” he said . “Then try to v isit fo u r 
o r fiv e p laces in a sin gle ev en in g in the cam ­ 
p aign . I v isit as man y as fiv e p laces each d ay 
o n week en d s. I hav e tried to v isit ju st abo u t 
ev ery p lace in the d istrict. I wasn ’t this bu sy 
in the 1970 camp aign . I hav e a m aster co m­ 
mittee. head ed by Mr. an d Mrs. Richard 
Brecho n o f Dix o n , then I hav e a co mmittee in 
each o f the sev en co u n ties in the d istrict.” 
On his camp aign fin an ces, Dev in e say s, “ I 
wish I co u ld d ign ify my camp aign by say in g 
that I’m o p eratin g o n a sho estrin g. Bu t I 
d o n ’t ev en thin k we’re u p to that lev el. We are 
so lv en t, ho wev er.” 
On e thin g is fo r su re. He will be glad when 
the camp aign is o v er. 
“So will Mrs. Dev in e an d o u r six chil­ 
d ren ,” he say s. “ I’v e been a n o n -time hu s­ 
ban d an d d ad d y . May be I wo n ’t hav e the lo n g­ 
est grass in the n eighbo rho o d an y mo re.”

the detrimen t o f America an d large 
gain s fo r the co mmu n ist n atio n s. 


The Un ited Natio n s is a co mmu ­ 
n ist o rgan izatio n . The in flu en tial 
men in the Un ited States who are 
back in g it wan t a o n e-wo rld go v ern ­ 
men t in o rder to co n tro l ban k in g, 
tran sp o rtatio n , n atu ral reso u rces 
an d co mmerce o f the wo rld. They 
mu st p u t ev ery o n e u n der the same 
co n tro l. The p eo p le then su p p ly the 
sweat, blo o d an d en ergy fo r these 
p o wer-grabbin g, selfish men to en ­ 
jo y . Gradu ally we are bro u ght u n der 
this u mbrella.

WASHINGTON (NEA)— We as a 
p eo p le hav e n o t do n e n early en o u gh 
to ease the terrible p light o f the 
wiv es o f the military men an d civ i­ 
lian s who are p riso n ers o r missin g in 
No rth Vietn am an d elsewhere in 
So u theast Asia. 
We read almo st daily o f their 
earn est attemp ts to secu re mail 
fro m their hu sban ds, to receiv e 
so me wo rd o f p riso n co n ditio n s o r to 
learn whether in fact their mates are 
liv in g o r dead. 
Bu t talk to medical men abo u t the 
dreary , wo rried fru stratin g liv es 
these wo men lead while they wait. 
Do cto rs who hav e stu died the 
p ro blem rep o rt that ev en the mo st 
stable an d matu re su ch wife ex p e­ 
rien ces sev ere emo tio n al p ro blems: 
She mu st mak e daily decisio n s o n 
her o wn , bu t co n stan tly has the feel­ 
in g she will be held acco u n table to 
her hu sban d, when he is released, 
fo r whatev er hap p en s to the chil­ 
dren . Yet the absen ce o f the man in 
the family almo st in ev itably has a 
deleterio u s effect o n their y o u n g­ 
sters. The do cto rs say bo th bo y s an d 
girls req u ire a father fo r satisfac­ 
to ry p ro gress thro u gh stages o f de­ 
v elo p men t. 
She has a co n tin u o u s stru ggle 
with her self-esteem. Yet there are 
few accep table way s fo r her to bu ild 
u p her o wn co n fiden ce. 
She su ffers fro m bo redo m, with 
the same ro u tin e day in an d day o u t 
an d n o en d in sight. A wo man alo n e 
is awk ward so cially at best, an d al­ 
mo st an y satisfacto ry so cial activ ity 
mav bu rden her with a sen se o f gu ilt b 


(She is hav in g a go o d time while her 
hu sban d is go in g thro u gh hell in 
p riso n .) 


If her hu sban d is missin g in ac­ 
tio n , she is in ev en a ro u gher p riso n 
o f her o wn . She has all the p ro blems 
o f a POW wife in ten sified by u n cer­ 
tain ty o v er her lo v ed-o n e’s fate. She 
k eep s harassin g herself with these 
q u estio n s: Is her hu sban d aliv e o r 
dead? Will he ev er retu rn ? Ev en if 
she is certain he is dead, there is 
co n siderable 
p u blic 
p ressu re 
again st her remarry in g. There is al­ 
way s the chan ce, to o , that if she do es 
remarry , her missin g hu sban d may 
ev en tu ally tu rn u p aliv e. These two 
p ressu res can destro y the chan ces 
that her rem arriage will be su ccess­ 
fu l. Yet she k n o ws she is agin g an d 
lo n ely an d can n o t wait in this limbo 
fo r to o lo n g. 


What is wo rst o f all, p erhap s, fo r 
the wife o f a p riso n er o f war, is what 
is lik ely to hap p en emo tio n ally when 
her hu sban d do es co me ho me, the 
do cto rs say . Becau se o f her wo rries 
an d the imp o ssible p ro blems she 
n o w faces, she is lik ely to bu ild u p a 
so rt o f idealized dream abo u t what 
life will be lik e when the family can 
all be to gether. 
She may ten d to believ e all her 
difficu lties will be reso lv ed an d that 
“ev ery thin g will be p erfect.” Do c­ 
to rs say the life after reu n io n wo n ’t 
be p erfect o f co u rse, hu man bein gs 
bein g hu man , an d they wo rry that 
the reality (as co n trasted with her 
dreams) will lik ely resu lt in a tre­ 
men do u s emo tio n al letdo wn .

The second mistak e is sitting 
there in the sy ru p , wishing we 
cou ld begin again at the star­ 
ting line. 


The most common comp laint 
of a y ou ng mother is not hav ing 
time for herself. Or, as my 
neighbor p u ts it, “I’m nev er 
inv olv ed with any thing that 
doesn’t hav e blank et lint or 
garbage on it.” 
Sometimes a new look at an 
old p roblem can giv e u s an 
entirely different ap p roach at 
solv ing it. 


A woman might start by add­ 
ing u p the nu mber of hou rs she 
has sp ent doing lau ndry this 
week , then com p aring the 
figu re with the nu mber of hou rs 
she has sp ent on p ersonal care. 
Don’t be su rp rised when y ou 
discov er y ou ’re sp ending at 
least eight hou rs week ly caring 
for what is nothing more than a 
stack of orlon and cotton. Ask 
y ou rself if sheets, p illowcases 
and u nderwear are really more 
imp ortant than y ou r face, nails 
and hair. 
If y ou consider money and 
time well sp ent on toy s and 
lessons for children, if y ou be­ 
liev e a man needs sales con­ 
ferences, refresh er cou rses, 
golf games to help him do a 
better job, then consider it ju st 
as imp ortant that y ou hav e 
mental and p hy sical stimu la­ 
tion in order to better do y ou r 
job at home.

D ill pickles for appetizers? 
That’s right and delicious they 
are. These recipes resulted 
from an “ invent and sample” 
session in our kitchen and 
you’re invited to try them. 
We used Claussen’s kosher 
dills, which must be kept under 
refrigeration, but there are 
many good varieties. First we 
made this combination. 
Allow an 8-ounce package of 
cream cheese to reach room 
temperature, then whip with a 
fork. Shape a layer of the 
cheese around each of 4 pickles 
following contours, then wrap 
as tightly as possible with thin 
slices of dried beef. Follow with 
a tight wrapping of aluminum 
foil and chill thoroughly. 
To serve remove foil and cut 
»/»-inch 
slices 
across 
the 
pickles. This w ill make about 32 
appetizers, attractive to the eye 
and the taste. 
Another method is to take 
pickles of about this size or 
smaller. Cut off one end and re­ 
move the center with an apple 
corer. Prepare a filling of equal 
parts of ground ham (or dev­ 
illed ham) and softened cream 
cheese plus a generous dash of 
onion salt. Stuff pickles careful­ 
ly, then chill thoroughly and 
slice thin. These are fine for use 
on a cold platter of almost any 
kind. 
Variations are to substitute 
grated fresh onion instead of 
onion salt, or to replace the 
ham with bleu or roquefort 
cheese. 
Meantime I had in process a 
pot of Beans a la Grecque which 
are quite different in flavor. To 
serve 4 to 6 people, wash and 
pick 1 pound of dried white 
beans. Cover with water and al­ 
low to soak overnight. Drain 
thoroughly and wash with fresh 
cold water and reserve. 
In a large dutch oven or 
heavy iron pot heat xk cup of 
good quality olive oil. Add 3 to 4 
crushed or minced garlic cloves 
(I like less, but suit your taste 
buds), 4 medium onions, peeled 
and cut into thick slices, V\ tea­ 
spoon marjoram, Va teaspoon 
thyme, 1 crumbled bay leaf, 
and 2 tablespoons of minced 
fresh (or freeze-dried) parsley. 
Cook over low heat until on­ 
ions are soft, but not brown. 
Add 4 to 6 fresh tomatoes, 
peeled and diced (or a No. l xk 
can of tomatoes drained and 
chopped). Let the dish simmer 
untU it’s well blended and has 
the consistency of a sauce. 
Now add the drained beans 
and water to reach just to the 
top of the beans. Bring to boil, 
reduce heat and simmer very 
slowly covered for 1 hour. Re­ 
move cover, add 1 teaspoon of 
salt, or to your taste, and again 
simmer for 1 hour or until 
beans are very tender.

o v er last y ear’s 2,227. Officials 
said that the increase in ex ten­ 
sio n enro llment, which co nsists 
mo stly o f graduate students, 
and the decrease in resident 
graduate enro llment is due in 
part to the Graduate Scho o l’s 
recent liberalizatio n o f NIU’s 
credit ho ur po licy . The po licy 
no w permits students, with 
departmental appro v al, to 


apply up to 3 0 ho urs o f ex ten­ 
sio n credit to degree re­ 
quirements. Prev io usly , the 
limit was nine ho urs. 
Other statistics sho w that 
resident 
undergraduate 
enro llment is almo st ev enly 
div ided between men and 
wo men. There are 8,422 wo men 
and 8,3 19 men. 
Graduate 
enro llment includes 2,6 72 men 
and 1,6 5 7 wo men. 


In 
analy zing 
resident 
enro llment figures, NIU o f­ 
ficials said they believ e that 
rising fees and o ther increased 
co sts are amo ng the facto rs 
co ntributing to the decrease. 
They cited the increase in part- 
t i m e 
u n d e r - gr a d u a t e 
enro llment as o ne indicatio n o f 
the effect o f eco no mic facto rs 
as mo re students find 
it 
necessary to be emplo y ed in 
o rder to attend the univ ersity 
o n a part-time basis. 


Dr. Daniel Obo rn, NIU’s 
directo r o f admissio ns, said two 
o ther facto rs also may hav e 
co ntributed to the decrease. 
He no ted that with the gro wth 
o f co mmunity co lleges in 
Illino is, the large percentage o f 
freshmen in the enro llment 
“ m ix ” 
o f 
undergraduate 
classes has declined at all 
senio r co lleges and univ er­ 
sities. 
“ With 20 co mmunity co lleges 
in the no rthern part o f the state, 
this is bo und to affect o ur lo wer 
div isio n enro llment. Ho pefull, 
we ex pect to pick up many o f 
them as transfer students at the 
beginning o f their junio r y ear.” 
Obo rn also said that NIU’s 
admissio n 
co unselo rs, 
in 
talking 
with 
high 
scho o l 
students, hav e no ted that in­ 
creasing numbers are making 
plans fo r their future that do no t 
include immediately go ing to 
co llege.

Making no deals with 
Daley, says Dan Walker 


CHICAGO (AP)— Daniel 
Walker say s h e h as no doubts 
th at May or Rich ard J. Daley ’s 
organization is working fever­ 
ish ly for h is election but em­ 
ph asizes th at h e is “making no 
deals” with Daley . 
“Just because y ou’re work­ 
ing togeth er doesn’t mean th at 
y ou’re making deals,” Walker 
said Tuesday nigh t. 
Walker, wh o stunned and an­ 
gered party regulars by h is sur­ 
prising primary victory over 
Lt. 
Gov. 
Paul 
Simon, 
h as 
worked h ard over th e past week 
in an attempt to mend any 
fences wh ich migh t h ave been 
broken during th e h eated pri­ 
mary figh t. 
At party rallies Monday and 
Tuesday Walker told precinct 
workers, “We’re going to win,” 
each time adding, “ . . . and I 
want y ou to notice th e ch oice of 
pronouns. I said we’re going to 
win—not I’m going to win.” 
But some former supporters 
say Walker is abandoning th e 
anti-Daley stand wh ich won 
h im th e primary . 


W alker 
veh em ently 
dis­ 
agrees, say ing h is relationsh ip 
with th e may or h as not put h im 
into a compromising position. 
“I’m my own man and I’m 
sure th e may or knows th at,” 
Walker said. “Th e may or and I 
don’t see ey e to ey e on many 
th ings, including . . . patron­ 
age, slatemaking and party or­ 
ganization.” 
A h igh -level Walker source 
put it more succinctly : “Did 
President Nix on compromise 
h imself wh en h e gave a toast to 
Mao Tse-tung?” 
Neil Hartigan, Walker’s run­ 
ning m ate and a member of th e 
Daley inner circle, say s th e two 
men h ave h ad no private meet­ 
ings and “Th eir relationsh ip is 
at just about th e level th at 
comes across in th eir public ap­ 
pearances.”

Comprehensive 
health planning 
meeting is set 


An open meeting will be h eld 
Nov. 9 , at 7 :30p.m. in Loveland 
Community House, to nominate 
and elect repreentatives to th e 
Compreh ensive Health Plan­ 
ning of North west Illinois Task 
Force (CHPNI). Th ose elected 
will join th ose named from 
eigh t oth er counties and will 
determine th e organizational 
structure of a region-wide 
h ealth planning board. 
Two “ p ro viders” (h ealth 
professionals) and two “con-‘ 
s um e r s ” 
( n o n - h e a l t h - 
professionals) are to be elected, 
with one of th ose four to be 
designated an alternate at a 
later date. 
Th e “Partnersh ip in Health ” 
act was passed by Congress in 
19 6 6 and provided for setting up 
not-for-profit h ealth planning 
corporations on an area wide 
basis.

CHICAGO (AP)— A McGo v ern campaign v o lunteer 
in Co les Co unty say s an Indiana state Republican deputy 
chairman paid him $25 after he claimed to hav e disrupted 
a rally fo r Maine Sen. Edmund Muskie in Wisco nsin last 
spring. 
Eric Wunnenberg, 22, to ld The Asso ciated Press in a 
telepho ne interv iew that the Republican deputy 
chairman co ntacted him in early March to see if h e was 
interested in disrupting Demo cratic campaigns. Wunnen­ 
berg identified the Republican as Charles Sv ihlik, 24 
Acco rding to Wunnenberg, Sv ihlik “ said he’d been ap­ 
pro ached by a Do n Simmo ns who said he wo uld pay fo r 
sabo tage.” 
“ I to ld him I wasn’t interested in do ing any activ e dis­ 
ruptio n,” Wunnenberg said, “ but that if any thing went o n, 
I’d like to take credit fo r it and pick up the mo ney to pay 
fo r so me o f my McGo v ern campaign ex penses. . . ” 
Wunnenberg said he then to o k credit fo r disruptio ns at 
*3 rally fo r Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, Demo cratic presiden­ 
tial aspirant fro m Maine, at the Univ ersity o f Wisco nsft in 


Madison last spring—just before th e Wisconsin primary . 
Wunnenberg said h e and Svih lik h ad lunch last sum­ 
mer in Indianapolis, at wh ich time Svih lik paid h im $25. 
Svih lik and Wunnenberg both h ad been involved in In­ 
diana Young Republican activities and, Wunnenberg said, 
h ave been friends for several y ears. 
Wunnenberg now lives in Ch arleston. Svih lik lives in 
Tndianapolis, Ind. 
A story in Newsweek magazine th is week said th at 
Svih lik was “recruited, coach ed, supplied and paid at 
least $2,000 by Donald H. Segretti—using th e pseudony m 
of Simmons. Th e weekly magazine called Segretti th e 
“GOP’s amateurish spy m aster” wh o h as been linked to 
alleged GOP sabotage of Democratic activities for about a 
y ear. 
Svih lik h as refused furth er comment on th e News­ 
week story on th e advice of h is attorney . 
Wunnenberg said th at Newsweek contacted h im di­ 
rectly after h e made h is report on th e Muskie rally to Mc­ 
Govern’s national h eadq uarters in Wash ingtoj. 


“ I told Newsweek th at I d see if 1 could get Sv ihlik to 
talk to th em, i called h im and h e said h e would. I guess h e 
was just fed up writh th e Watergate incident and all,” h e 
said. 
“Newsweek reporters came out to see m e,” Wunnen­ 
berg said, “and I went with th em to see Ch ick (Svih lik). 
But h e wouldn’t talk to th em. He said h e wo uldn’t talk 
about it again unless h e was under oath .” 
Wunnenberg said th at h e personally knew o f no inci­ 
dents of direct disruption, sabotage or infiltration o f Dem­ 
ocratic h eadq uarters. However, Svih lik h ad told him o f 
fake McGovern ads th at h ad been placed in some Illino is 
new spapers and of one Republican spy wh o’d been placed 
in Democrat! h*n dr.-inters and later discovered.

One mother whose 
child has warts laughed at the 
idea. I must have mislaid the 
article so could you please tell 
me if this is correct ? 
Dear Reader— You can have 
the last laugh on your friend. 
Any competent dermatologist 
will tell you that all common 
warts are caused by a virus. 
They probably belong to a sin­ 
gle species of viruses called the 
papovavirus. 
This doesn’t mean they are 
contagious or will spread from 
one child to another so don’t 
worry about that. Most of the 
common warts that appear on 
the hands and arms and some­ 
times the face will have a nor­ 
mal life span of about one year. 
This is an important thought to 
keep in mind in evaluating any 


form of treatment. There are 
several different forms of 
treatments that doctors use, 
but usually this is not simply 
cutting them out. That can 
cause infections and since the 
wart is a virus infection this us­ 
ually means it comes right 
back. For this reason doctors 
often use liquid nitrogen to 
freeze the wart and then lift it 
out or electrodissection or other 
measures. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— Why is sug­ 
ar so detrimental to weight 
loss? I am an English mother 
visiting her daughter. My stay 
has been prolonged by various 
health problems and I am no 
longer young. A cup of tea 
means so much to me. Having 
tried various sweeteners on the 
market with tea, I would rather 
go without. I have failed in so 
many attempts to lose weight. 
Dear Reader— One level tea­ 


spoon of sugar contains about 
16 calories and only enough en­ 
ergy to walk about a quarter of 
a mile. The reason people have 
difficulty losing weight isn’t be­ 
cause they use sugar, eat bread 
or fat meat, but because they 
eat too much of everything. 
Sugar does have a lot of calo­ 
ries per weight because it con­ 
tains little water and no rough­ 
age. 
If you want to lose weight, 
though, you should follow a con­ 
sistent pattern for months di­ 
rected toward cutting down on 
excess fats, foods containing 
flour and sweets or sugar. This 
helps get rid of the foods that 
are the richest in calories and 
lowest in bulk. For a person 
whose weight is stable a rea­ 
sonable decrease in calories 
followed regularly will usually 
do the trick. Most people tire of 
their diets and don’t stay on 


them long enough to get effec­ 
tive results, or they go on crash 
diets that their health can’t tol­ 
erate any great length of time. 
Some people who do not like 
artificial sweeteners use half 
sugar and half sweeteners. This 
is particularly easy to do with 
the artificiaf sweeteners that 
are granulated powders. These 
are ussually packaged so that 
one teaspoonful of artificial 
sweetener is equivalent to one 
teaspoonful of sugar. This elim­ 
inates half of the calories that 
you would normally get from 
sugar but still improves the fla­ 
vor according to many people’s 
tasters.

MOSCOW (A P) - The Soviet 
government has told 36 more 
Jewish families they can emi­ 
grate without paying the con­ 
troversial diploma tax, but it 
also withdrew the exit visas is­ 
sued to another fam ily last 
week, Jewish sources report. 
The 
exemptions 
Monday 
brought to 174 the number of 
Jewish families told they can 
leave without paying the heavy 
tax. All were given 10 days to 
get out of the country, the 
sources said. 
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Among those in the latest 
group is 27-year-old Gabriel 
Shapiro, who is married to Jud­ 
ith Silver Shapiro of Cincinnati, 
Ohio. 
“ I don’t believe it! I just 
don’t believe it!,” said Mrs. 
Shapiro when her husband told 
her during a telephone conver­ 
sation Monday that he would be 
permitted to leave the Soviet 
Union. She had called him dur­ 
ing a news conference in Syr­ 
acuse, N.Y., to call attention to 
the condition of the Soviet 
Jews. 
The Shapiros were married in 
Moscow last June in a private 
religious ceremony, and Soviet 
officials forced the bride to 
leave the country soon after­ 
ward. She has been waging a 
well publicized campaign ever 
since to get him out. 
Shapiro was convicted in Ju ly 
of evading a summer m ilitary 
training session and sentenced 
a year of compulsory, out-of­ 
prison labor. Jewish sources 
said he was imprisoned for 
three days in September for 
participating 
in 
a 
protest 
against the diploma tax. 
The tax was decreed Aug. 3 
and is based on the years the 
emigrant has spent in Soviet 
schools. For some doctors and 
scientists it could run as high 
as $30,000. 
The Soviet government first 
waived the tax last week dbout 
the time Moscow and Washing­ 
ton signed a major trade agree­ 
ment. It is generally assumed 
that the Soviets are trying to 
appease members of the U.S. 
Senate who are threatening to 
veto the key clause of the 
agreement granting most-fa­ 
vored-nation status to the So­ 
viet Union unless the Soviet 
government lifts the diploma 
tax. But there has been no in­ 
dication that the Kremlin would 
repeal the tax. 
A young Soviet Jew said he 
and his mother had their exit 
visas canceled Monday after 
getting them last week when 
die tax was first waived. 
An­ 
drei V. Dubrov, 22, said he was 
with his mother at the Office of 
Visas and Foreign Registration 
clarifying the documents when 
a representative of the m ilitary 
committee for his Moscow dis­ 
trict arrived. 
The officer summoned him 
into a room, told him the visas 
were annulled and that he must 
sign a draft summons, which 
he refused to do. No reason 
was given for the action, Dubr­ 
ov said.
